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ADVISORY ACTION 
Response to Argument 

Applicant, on pages 6-1 1 of his response, argues that there is no reasonable combination 
of Lewis and Nakamura et al.; and the combination of Nakamura et al. and Lewis neither shows 
nor suggest the claimed invention. However, the Examiner disagrees. 

First, in response to applicant's argument that that there is no reasonable combination of 
Lewis and Nakamura et al., the fact that applicant has recognized another advantage which 
would flow naturally from following the suggestion of the prior art cannot be the basis for 
patentability when the differences would otherwise be obvious. See Ex parte Obiaya, 227 
USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1985). 

Second, Nakamura discloses a communication device comprises two wireless 
communication modules and capable of holding the wireless communication. On the other hand, 
Lewis describes a local network area (LAN) is having plurality of access points 19 and mobile 
terminals 21 in Figure 1., column 3, line 45 to column 6, line 64. Each access point includes a 
plurality of transceivers (wireless LAN modules), e.g. 36a and 36b; and the transceiver 36a is the 
primary transceiver. The access point determines if the number of mobile terminals reach to a 
predefine limit, the access point causes the primary transceiver 36a not to response incoming 
mobile terminals and changes or enables the second transceiver 36b continues to server the 
incoming mobile terminals. For that reason, the examiner contends the combination, of 
Nakamura et al. and Lewis read on the claimed invention. 
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
